“ Wescommend the president for his 
courage and hig high conception of 
good faith in steadfastly standing for 
the covenant agreed to by all associ- 
ated and allied nations at war with 
Germany, and we condemn the Repub- 
ican senate for its refusal to ratify the 
treaty merely because it was the prod- 
uct of Democratic statesmanship, thus 
interposjng partisan envy and persona!

Washington, D. C., June 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—A conspiracy of employés in the 
war risk insurance bureau to defraud 
veterans of compensation due them for 
disabilities sustained during the war 
has been unearthed by the United 
States secret service, according to an- 


nouncement by the treasury depart- 
ment tonight. 

Three arrests have been made. The 
names of the men arrested were not 
made public. 

“ All those concerned in’ this outrage 
will be prosecuted to the limit of the 
law,” said Secretary of the Treasury 
Houston, in a statement issued tonight. 

The men involved in these crimes 
were engaged in the task of handling 
claims of ex-soldiers for compensation. 
The method employed, as reported by 
the secret service, was substantially das 
follows: 

A soldier, presenting his claim in per- 
son, was advised by one of the con- 
spirators who handled it that he was 
entitled to $200 or $300. At the same 
time the employé denounced the fact 
that the award was s0 small. 

Taking the matter under further 
consideration, he told the claimant that 
he thought he would be able to put 
through an award for a greater 
amount, but that, of course, he would 
want to share in the excessive pay- 
ment. 

The claimant agreeing, a check for 
the larger amount was made out. The 
truth was that the soldier was entitled 
to the larger amount and to the full 
proceeds of thé check.

tt is Khighiy imptobeble that there can be a return 
to anything approaching the basis of prices before the 
war without some losses to somebody. The best that 
can be done will be to minimize these losses as much 
as possible and to spread them thinly over as much 
time and territéry as poesible, and then accept them 
a6 the fortune of War—OF post-war—and proceed with 
business on its firmer and more generally satisfactory 
basis. It i to be tak@fi into acdédunt, however, that 
many 6f those who wil! miffer some losses in this way 
have, during the last five years, made some extremely 
high profite and that if théy will average the large 
prefite of the last five years with the smal! profits or 
even lesees that may occur Gufing the next five years 
they will find that their businéss has, on the whole, 
yielded an entirély commensurate return.
